Our  piece  root  grafts  are  made  with  a six  inch  scion  and  three  and  one-half  inch 
root,  the  same  style  that  we  make  largely  for  our  own  planting.  For  whole  root  grafts 
we  use  the  entire  seedling,  either  a straight  or  branched  root  as  the  customer  may 
select. 

Orders  for  grafts  are  made  up  special,  and  packed  separately  for  each  customer. 
They  are  repacked  and  inspected  as  often  as  necessary  to  insure  their  shipment  in  prime 
condition. 

We  get  best  results  in  our  planting  of  grafts  by  plowing  our  land  deep  in  the  fall, 
and  planting  just  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  condition  of  the  soil  will  permit. 

Owing  to  the  perishable  nature  of  grafts,  early  planting  nearly  always  produces 
best  results.
